“Shall the 23rd Article of Religion, in the Discipline of our 
Churches in foreign lands read? Article XXIII: Of The Duty o 
Christians to the Civil Authorities: 

“It is the duty of all Christians, especially of all Christian min- 
isters, to observe and obey the laws and commands of the governing 
supreme authority of the country of which they are citizens or sub- 
jects, or in which they reside, and to use all laudable means to encour- 
age obedience to the powers that be. 

The vote being taken, 137 votes were cast; 137 votes in favor of 
the change, and no votes against it. 

Question 5 was called, “Who are readmitted?” The names of the 
Districts were called and no name being presented, question was 
answered, “No one.” 

Question 17 was resumed, “Are all of the preachers blameless 
in their life and official administration?” The name of W. W. Horner 
was called; his character passed, and after feeling remarks made by 
Brother Horner, at his own request his name was referred to Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the Superannuate Relation. 

Jesse Lee, Presiding Elder of the Tyler District, asked for a con- 
tribution to assist in buying a home for Bro. Horner, and in response 
thereto, $601.00 was raised and placed in the hands of Bro. I. E. 

Thomas, treasurer of said funds. 

Question 7 was recalled, “Who are received from other churches 

as traveling preachers and as local preachers?” The names of Wm. 
E. Wheeler, and Elder in the Church of the Disciples; Wm. F. Steph- 
ens and Wm. F. Julian, Elders in the Congregational Methodist Church, 
were presented, and it appearing that they had been received into 
our church membership as ministers; that they were duly recom- 
mended by the Navasota District Conference, and that their cre- 
dentials were accompanied by their certificate of their agreement with 
our Discipline and Doctrines; also of their acceptance in writing of 
our Ordination vows, they were granted recognition as Local Elders 

of our church. 

R. W. Adams presented the matter of the purchase of the Nors- 
worthy Sanitarium as hospital property in Houston, Texas, and the 
inauguration and establishment of said work by our Conference. The 
Bishop also spoke in the interest of the proposed work, and on motion, 
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the Presiding Elders were constituted a committee to consider the 
matter, and to propose measures and methods for dealing with this 
and such other propositions as may be made to the Conference. 

R. M. Kelly, Conference Director of tine Centenary Campaign, 
submitted his report, and it was referred to the Board of Missions.

H. M. Whaling, Jr., be appointed Professors in Southern Methodist 
University, and L. J. Waggoner be appointed a student to Union 
Theological Seminary. 

The Theological Department of Southern Methodist University. 

The new era into which we are now entering has greatly increased 
the demands made upon our ministry. The Theological Department 
of Southern Methodist University is making commendable and heroic 
efforts to meet the greatly increasing demands. They have a fine 
student body and the opportunity and the efforts of the faculty chal- 
lenge our highest admiration. We urge our pastors and laymen to 
strengthen their hands by raising scholarships of $200.00, each, that 
they be given to poor and deserving students. 
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Summer Assembly of Southern Methodist University. 

The Southern Methodist University has been quick to recognize 
the need for a summer assembly where Sunday School Teachers, 
Christian Workers and Pastors may further be prepared for the work 
of the Church. The attendance last summer exceeded the expectations 
of its founders and they confidently expect greatly increased attend- 
ance next year.

Not only has the Centenary Financial Drive been gloriously con- 
summated, but the report on the missionary assessments have been 
gratifying indeed. 

We desire most earnestly to exhort the pastors in our various 
charges to heartily accept the responsibility of pushing the collection 
of money on the Centenary subscriptions. 

Conference Missionary Secretary, J. E. Morgan, deserves the grati- 
tude of this Conference for untinted and efficient service. He ex- 
presses a desire to retire from this office. We recommend that D. H. 
Hotchkiss be appointed by Bishop Ainsworth as Conference Mission- 
ary Secretary, to continue the Centenary and missionary work of the 
Conference. 

The Board and the Conference have heard with pleasure and 
profit, the addresses and suggestions of Drs. J. J. Stowe and R. L.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

In order to carry out the plan of the General Sunday School Board 
in our Conference, we find it imperative that a Conference Sunday 
School Field Secretary be put into the field at once. After consider- 
ation, we have decided to ask the Conference to approve the appoint- 
mnt of Reverend I. F. Betts to this office. 

During the past year the activities of your Board have been 
largely devoted to the Centenary. About two-thirds of the Sunday 
Schools in the Conference made the Centenary pledge, paying each 
month nearly $3,000.00 for Missions. We earnestly urge that presiding 
elders and pastors pledge the remaining schools. 

Our General Board has planned a Church-wide movement in Sun- 
day School evangelism. We hope that we may have a co-operation 
that will be as wide as our Conference and as deep as our love for 
the Master. 
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We note with pleasure the increasing educational value of our 
Sunday School literature. We especially recommend the circulation 
of The Church School. Beginning with January 1, 1920, in our various 
lesson helps, the authorized version of the Scripture text will be print- 
ed in a column parallel with the American Revised Version. 

We urge that a standard of excellence be secured for and dis- 
played in our schools; and that pastors and superintendents develop 
the work of the school to make it standard. 

Our General Sunday School Board has planned a Church Wide 
Membership Campaign. Instructions and all supplies for conducting 
this campaign will be furnished free of charge to any Sunday school; 
and your Conference Board will endeavor, this year, to enlist all in the 
Texas Conference in a membership campaign. 

The General Conference has a plan of organization whereby the 
Sunday school work of the General Board, the Annual Conference, the 
district and local church is provided as follows: Elementary, Inter- 

mediate-Senior, Young Peoples’ and Adult, Teacher Training, Mis- 
sionary Education, and Rural Work, with a Superintendent. 

Provision has been made by the General Conference for a corres- 
ponding organization in the district with a superintendent in charge 
of each department, the same to apply to Annual Conference. 

In addition there shall be a District Secretary who is the exe- 
cutive officer in the district. The presiding elder is ex-officio chair- 
man of the district organization. 

A Conference Field Secretary devoting all his time to the work 
is of vital importance in keeping this connectional machinery in op- 
eration and in forming a connecting link with the General Board, 
which does its work through the departments. A Corresponding Sec- 
retary has direct oversight of the Conference Field Secretaries. 

The discipline provides that a District Institute shall be held in 
each district, and the Conference Board strongly urges a Standard 
Training School within the bounds of the Conference. 

In order that each district may be furnished with funds where- 
with to finance the District Organization, your Conference Board pro- 
poses to return to each district one-half of the Conference Board’s 
share of the Sunday school funds collected in the district, to be spent 
in promoting the Sunday school work in the district, under the di- 
rection of the Presiding Elder and the Executive Committee of your 
Sunday School Board. 

Your Board has elected the following Conference Departmental 
Superintendents: Field Work, V. A. Godbey; Elementary Work, Mrs. 

V. A. Godbey; Intermediate-Senior, Miss Tennie Mae Bass; Young 
People’s and Adult, H. V. Watts; Teacher Training, R. E. Ledbetter; 
Missionary Education, E. G. Cooke; Rural Work, W. G. Harbin. 
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CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 



The circulation of Christian literature is one of the great agencies 
of civilization and moral righteousness. No Methodist can be an in- 
telligent one about his church without the church organ. In Texas we 
have one of the best Christian Advocates in our connection. It is be- 
ing ably edited and is full each week with those things that will make 
the membership of our church both intelligent and faithful. 

We, therefore, recommend that the first week in December, or as 
near thereto as possible, be Advocate week in the Texas Conference 
to increase its circulation. 

We also recommend that the sum of $93.00 be assessed against the 
Conference to supplement the salary of the editor. 

The Nashville Advocate our general organ is one of the great 
religious journals of the country. We therefore, recommend that our 
preachers, ansi as far as possible, the official members of our church 
subscribe for our great organ. 

Our publishing interest should be the only book concern patron- 
ized by our people. From our own publishing house, one may secure 
any work of religious or literary nature. We, therefore, ask our peo- 
ple to patronize our publishing house. 

Our Sunday schools should use no other literature than that edited 
and published by our church. We, therefore, ask our people that they 
at once subscribe for literature published by our own church.

BIBLE BOARD 



The matter of chief interest in the report of the American Bible 
Society is that of providing soldiers and sailors with scriptures during 
the European war. A total of four and one-half million copies were 
furnished America’s fighting men and a total of two and one-half mil- 
lion were furnished European soldiers, making a grand total of seven 
million volumes. A large portion of the Khaki Testaments provided 
our own men were donated out right. We commend in highest terms 
this special work of the Society, meeting an emergency promptly and 
efficiently which could not have been accomplished through any other 
agency. The men at the front read and appreciated the Book and it 
nerved them for battle. There was scarcely a soldier killed in battle 
who was not found either with a Book in his pocket or grasped in 
his hand. 

The pressing demand just now is to provide scriptures for the re- 
construction period. War-torn nations are calling for Bibles. Twenty 
thousand Testaments are now on their way to France to assist in the 
establishment of Protestant Churches there, and scriptures for war- 
ridden countries are being prepared. 
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We call attention to Universial Bible Sunday which this year is 
November 30th. If that date is not suitable, pastors may select an- 
other day. A pamphlet helpful in preparing a program on the Bible 
may be had from Reverend J. J. Morgan, our Agency Secretary at 
Dallas. We urge that every pastor take advantage of this occasion 
to lift up the blessed Book before his people and exhort them to fam- 
ily religion. The home is a good place to begin the great revival for 
which we are praying. No collection is asked. As never before, the 
American people need to study the Word of God and know the re- 
lation of a man to his neighbor, to his Government and to his Creator.

Also do we urge the observance of Anniversary Day, Second Sun- 
day in May in accordance with Paragraph 384 in the Discipline. 

It is recommended that the Presiding Elders be respectfully re- 
quested to give adequate place to the Epworth League on their pro- 
grams either at their Missionary Institutes or the District Confer- 
ences. The President of the Board will gladly furnish a representa- 
tive for each occasion. All members of the Epworth League Board are 
ever ready to assist wherever their efforts are desired.

REPORT OF TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE BOARD. 

The mission of the church is to bring the world to Christ. This 
means more than getting people to profess conversion, it also means 
nurturing of them to the fullness of the Christ life. 

The long fight for temperance has reached the point that not 
only the bravest dreamed possible a few years ago. We have pro- 
hibition written into the Constitution of State and Nation. In this 
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America leads the world. The prohibition victory is largely a victory 
of the Church. 

We rejoice to see that the Anti-Saloon League has mapped out 
a broad program for enforcing the prohibition laws. We approve 
the sane and effective methods it proposes; that of developing public 
sentiment to where it will demand adequate enforcement of law and 
of educating the youth as to the evils of alcohol and of teaching the 
foreigners the good of prohibition. 

The second part of this Board’s business is to call to service. We 
believe in a Church that is good and good for something. The great 
closing scene of human history is revealed to teach the importance of 
social service. 

The Judge of all the earth shall say to them on the right, “I was 
hungry and ye gave me meat, thirsty and ye gave me drink, naked 
and ye clothed me, sick and in prison and ye ministered unto me. In- 
as much as ye did it unto one of the least of these, ye did it unto me.” 

Social service is no modern movement as far as Methodism is con- 
cerned. It was incorporated in the general rules of the United So- 
cieties and was adopted as a part of our constitutional law. 

True Methodism is not only Christianity in earnest, it is Chris- 
tianity applied; not merely humanitarianism, but Christlike activity, 
labor of love. Our doctrines and methods are still vital, adaptable to 
existing conditions. We are studying new facts by the light of old 
truths. We are not only ready to heal sickness by building hospitals, 
but also to hinder sickness by the work of sanitation in every commun- 
ity, urban and rural. We enter our protest against the prostitution of 
our public school houses into common dance halls. 

We believe the industrial and social problems of the day can be 
solved only by the church. The common question in many mouths and 
more minds is, “What are we going to do with certain classes of citi- 
zenry, which evidently proves disturbing elements in the land.” Some 
say, “Oppose all industrial unions, break up the brotherhoods of the 
whites, then disfranchise or colonize the blacks.” The churches ques- 
tion is not what are we going to do with these classes but what are we 
going to do for them. They ask for a square deal. We believe that the 
only problem before the world is the sin problem. The church alone 
can solve that problem and teach men the art of living together. We 
have the best machinery in the world for this extension of the King- 
dom. We must have power for work.

REPORT OF THE ORPHANAGE COMMITTEE. 



We, your committee on Orphanage, beg to submit the following 
report: 

Our pastors are reminded that we have no assessment on our 
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Conference for our Orphanage. The presiding elders are urged to 
invite the pastors’ attention to the Orphanage, urging them to take 
a liberal collection or offering for this purpose in the near future. It 
is suggested that each pastor avail himself of the privilege of taking 
up a free-will Christmas offering for the Orphanage. 

We recommend the immediate erection of a suitable heating plant 
and laundry for the Orphanage. This committee endorses the efforts 
of the management to erect a training school building, to be known 
as the Abe Mulkey Memorial Building. 

The capacity of the Orphanage should be increased so as to ac- 
comodate no less than 300 orphan children. 

The individual method of clothing the children is a great help to 
the Orphanage. We urge its continuation. 

We would suggest that each Sunday school, Epworth League, 
and Missionary Society have some part in caring for our orphans. 

Our pastors are urged to give the management, as well as the 
State Agent, who are working for our Orphanage, access to their peo- 
ple and such further assistance as they may be able to render. 

This committee would suggest that all money raised by our pastors 
for the Orphanage be sent direct to our Conference Treasurer, G.

TEXAS CONFERENCE. 

We call your attention to the report of our Secretary-Treasurer. 
Despite the fact that our Commissioner was called in last year, and 
other claims given the right-of-way, this fund has steadily climbed to 
nearly $5,000.00 and most of it drawing from 4 to 10 per cent inter- 
est. It is a sign of the healthy regard in which our laity hold this 
fund, and an earnest of the help wherewith the church will help the 
old and worn-out preachers when the preachers themselves get ready 
to be helped. 

We regret exceedingly that the time seems inopportune for put- 
ting an agent in the field this year.

Five Thousand ($35,000) Dollars. 

Your committee recommends: 

First. That the Conference accept the hospital on the terms of- 
fered. 

Second. That a campaign be begun at once for the raising of not 
less than Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000) Dollars for enlarging 
and equipping the present plant. 

Third. That there be one trustee from each of the several dis- 
tricts; ten from the City of Houston, and that the Presiding Elder of 
the Houston District be a trustee, ex-officio. 

The Conference is asked to elect the following trustees for the 
hospital to be purchased: 

Judge C. A. Lord, T. B. Wessendorf, T. E. Acker, G. W. Glass, 
Leroy Trice, W. L; Dean, J. C. Bailey, C. A. Hodges, C. W. Boon and 
H. B. Goodman. 

And the following from the City of Houston:

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MEMOIRS 



REV. ISAAC ALEXANDER. 

Rev. Isaac Alexander was born at Lebanon, Virginia, July 24, 1832. 
His father was Irish and his mother English. At an early age, the 
death of his father left him in care of a mother who was deeply pious 
and strictly Methodistic. Under her tutelage, and under the ministry 
of Rev. J. R. Bellamy, then of the Holstcm Conference, when sixteen 
years of age Bro. Alexander gave his heart to God and joined the 
Methodist Church. He lived and died in the Church before whose altar 
he assumed the vows more than seventy years ago. 

He began his school days in the old Strawberry Plains High 
School, spending the last two years of his student life in Emory and 
Henry College, Virginia. From the latter institution he received his 
A. B. in 1854 and his A. M. in 1857. Most of his subsequent life was 
spent in the school room. “I do not regret it”, said he, in a personal 
letter written to us just twenty-one years ago. 

Bro. Alexander was licensed to preach at Henderson, Texas, in 
1854, the year he left school and came to Texas. * Received on trial 
into the old East Texas Conference at Marshall, in 1855; ordained 
deacon at Rusk, in 1857, by Bishop Kavanaugh; elder, at Marshall, in 
1860, by Bishop Early. For sufficient reasons, he discontinued three 
times during his long itenerant career, but at no time did he ever 
belong to any conference other than the East Texas, now the Texas 
Conference. These periods were 1858-60, 1861-75, 1890-94. 

During the period of his active ministry he served the following 
charges: Starrville Circuit, Gilmer Station, Agent for Soule Uni- 
versity, Melrcse Circuit, Tyler Station, President Alexander Collegiate 
Institute, Jacksonville, Palestine and Longview Stations. In the fall 
of 1908 he took the superannuate relation, which he sustained at the 
time of his death. During this period he served with credit as 
Chaplain of A. & M. College. 

Bro. Alexander’s great work was in connection with the institu- 
tion which bears his name, and is now located at Jacksonville, Texas. 
Alexander Institute was first opened at Kilgore, Texas, as a private 
institution in 1873. In 1875 it was taken over by the East Texas Con- 
ference and Bro. Alexander continued as its president until 1890. As 
a teacher and leader he left his impress on a generation of men and 
women in the eastern section of the State. These preachers, teachers, 
lawyers, physicians, business men, farmers, housewives, who came 
under his influence in early life, could never get beyond that influence. 
He was also a great preacher. During the long period of his active 
ministry whenever and wherever he was announced to preach he al- 
ways had a hearing. This was especially true where he was best known 
as a preacher and a man. 

He was twice married and to these unions three daughters were 
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bom. The twilight hours of his long life were spent in Henderson, 
Texas, where he passed away June 5, 1919. So peaceful was his out- 
ward going that even the watchers could not tell the moment he set 
sail for the heavenly shores. His three daughters, his grandchildren 
and great grandchildren were near him when the end came. His 
funeral, by special request, was conducted by Dr. John H. McLean, a 
lingering member of the old guard and a devoted personal friend. A 
personal request was also extended Rev. 'L. B. Elrod, but it was not 
possible for him to be present. Amidst a great concourse of sorrow- 
ing reatives and friends, his weary body was laid to rest in the 
Henderson Cemetery to await the crowning day. A prince in Israel 
has fallen. We await the glad reunion with this old hero of the Cross. 



REV. ALBERT LITTLE. 

Rev. Albert Little was born in North Carolina in 1843. At about 
18 years of age he entered the Confederate Army and served four 
years. At the close of the war he came to Texas and settled in Smith 
County, where in 1866 he was married to Miss Mary Taylor. He was 
licensed to preach at Union Springs Camp Ground in 1874. After 
serving a year or two as supply he was received on trial into the East 
Texas Conference in 1876, and for twenty-six years he did as faith- 
ful work as any among us, and as successful. The following are some 
of the places he served: Cherokee Circuit, Rusk and Jacksonville; 

Jacksonville Circuit and Jacksonville Station, Troup and Overton, 
Palestine; Tyler Circuit; Pine Hill Circuit, Mount Pleasant Station 
and Orange Station. To some of these places he was returned for a 
second pastorate. They enjoyed hearing his impassioned sermons. 
Brother Little’s preaching was nearly always good because he was 
one of the ablest men in prayer and song and exhortation I ever heard 
and few were the congregations that did not melt under his fervid 
ministrations. We assisted each other in revival meetings and alto- 
gether I have been more in his home than that of any other preacher. 
For forty-five years my love for him has grown and ripened. 

Brother Little was happily married. He and Sister Little were 
congenial to each other. Theirs was a happy Christian home. Their 
children, three daughters and two sons, were bright and well favored, 
and show the fulfillment of the hopes and promises of their youth. 
Few men in modern times have had such an Elijah-like translation 
as Brother Little had. On Wednesday night before he had held the 
prayer meeting in Honey Grove, someone writing me says, “That 
prayer meeting will long be remembered in our Church. As he sang 
and prayed it seemed heaven came down and we had a forestate of 
the glory world.” It was on Sunday following this he was at Pleasant 
Retreat where he had often held meetings. Surrounded by old friends 
he loved, he sang and prayed until the atmosphere seemed surcharged 
with the Holy Ghost, his face lit up with a heavenly glow, when in- 
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stantly his eyes closed and sinking down into the arms of his friends 
his triumphant soul mounted upon high. 

It is a great privilege and honor to have lived and died as he did 
Sister Little, you will miss him, but I imagine you will feel that 
somehow he is always near you. And some good day you will your- 
self fall asleep in Jesus, “that blessed sleep from which none ever 
wake to weep.”

REV. ALEXANDER METHVIN. 

Rev. Alexander Methvin was born in Gregg County, Texas, De- 
cember, 1859. Was married to Miss Mattie Lum in 1884. Was ad- 
mitted on trial into the old East Texas Conference at Orange, Decem- 
ber 1893, and served the following charges: Crockett Circuit, 1894-95; 
Elkhart, 1896-97; West Palestine, 1898-99; Grand Saline, 1900-03; 
Alvin, 1904-05; League City, 1906; Cedar Bayou 1907; Columbia and 
Brazoria, 1908-11; Glenflora, 1912. Superannuated at Nacogdoches 
December, 1913, and moved to Brazoria where he lived an honored 
veteran of the Cross until February 14, 1919, when he was trans- 
ferred to the great conference above. The above figures all we have 
at hand, give us but a few brief facts in the laborious life of our de- 
parted brother. Summed up, they are birth, consecration to the min- 
istry and death. For more than a year he suffered as only those af- 
fected with cancer can suffer, yet he bore it with Christian fortitude. 
He was buried from the Methodist Church in Brazoria, in the presence 
of a host of former parishioners and friends. He leaves a wife, other 
relatives and friends to mourn his departure. Dear brother, we shall 
meet again.

REV. L. B. SAXON. 

Rev. L. B. Saxon has gone to his long home. He died of pneumonia 
in his parsonage home at Texarkana, Texas, January 25, 1919. Bro. 
Saxon was 43 years old. He was converted at Shady Grove Church, 
Henderson County, Texas, some twenty years ago, and licensed to 
preach by the Tyler District Conference at Grand Saline, July 4, 1901, 
J. T. Smith, presiding elder. He was married to Miss Sallie Owens, 
of Murchison, Texas, in 1900. To them were born three sons. Roy 
has been in the United States navy nearly two years. He had just 
returned from Brest, France, when he got the mesage that his father 
was dead. Mox and Bob were at home when their father died. These 
two noble sons are now taking care of their mother until Roy can 
get a discharge from the service. 

Bro. Saxon’s first work as supply was Mt. Sylvan, 1904; from 
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there, in 1905, Cushing charge; in 1906, Meredith charge. In 1907 
he did supply work in the Central Texas Conference. In the fall 
of this year he was admitted on trial into the Texas Conference at 
Houston, December 27, 1907, and was sent to Shelbyville Circuit. He 
served Tenaha in 1909; Beckville 1910; Rosenberg 1911; Douglasville 
1912; Hughes Springs 1913-14; Jewett 1915; Grace, Palestine 1916-18. 
He was sent to Hardy Memorial, Texarkana, where he died in the 
beginning of a successful year, for Saxon always succeeded. 

Strange are the doings of providence, and we must believe that 
God buries his workmen and carries on his work. Saxon was a manly 
man among men. I knew him as a preacher perhaps better than any 
other man knew him. In him divine evolution did its work. I watch- 
ed the unfolding of a great character, with fatherly and brotherly care. 
I met him first in 1905, while he was on the Cushing work. I was 
his elder. In him I saw a “diamond in the rough,” a man seeking the 
right way, the soul of honor, a friend to the under man. Jeweled with 
a sparkling intellect, gifted in speech, he achieved wonders. With 
meager educational advantages he out-stripped most of us. His fre- 
quent moves were all his own. Full of energy and a bunch of nerves, 
he was always under high pressure and at full speed. He did more 
in one year than most of us will do in two. A faithful soldier of the 
cross, a man of great faith, he was learning to live well, and he died 
well before he had reached the meridian of life. His work among us 
will tell in the ages to come. Hundreds were converted under his 
ministry, and in the crowning day many will call him blessed. I lov- 
ed Bale Saxon as I have loved but few men. To his sad wife and 
three noble sons 1 will say, God bless you, live as he would have you 
live and some good day, away out beyond the dark sea, we will see 
him in the land of eternal day.

REV. SIDNEY EVERETT KORNEGAY. 

Rev. Sidney Everett Komegay was bom at Malone, Hill County, 
Texas, on November 20, 1894, and was killed on the battlefield in 
France by a bullet fired from a German machine gun on November 
1, 1918. He was the son of Marion S. and Carrie Komegay, who 
survive him, together with one sister and one brother. He gave his 
young heart to God in July, 1907, and was received into the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at Malone by Rev. W. T. Kinslow. He lived 
a clean, upright, Christian life, to the day of his death. While attend- 
ing a revival meeting conducted by Rev. J. M. Bond, Sr., in the 
summer of 1911, he felt an impression that God called him to the work 
of the ministry, and he immediately began to make preparations to 



follow this calling. He entered Polytechnic College at Fort Worth in 
the fall of 1911 and in April, 1912, while a student there, and when 
he was 17 vears of aere. he was licensed to preach the gospel by the 
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Fort Worth District Conference, Rev. Jerome Duncan, presiding elder. 
When Polytechnic was made a woman’s college, he matriculated in 
the Southern Methodist University and pursued his course there until 
he graduated with great credit on June 10, 1917. During the summer 
of 1916 he supplied a charge in one of the Oklahoma Conferences, 
and on Sunday, November 19, 1916, (when he lacked only one day of 
being 22 years of age), he was ordained local deacon by Bishop J. 

H. McCoy, at Waxahachie, Texas, the Central Texas Conference being 
in session at that time. After his graduation in the summer of 1917, 
he was appointed to supply the Frankston and LaRue charge in the 
Texas Conference. His work on this charge was very successful. He 
conducted his own meetings and many souls were led to Christ. The 
people were all anxious for his return another year, but like a great 
many of our preachers he felt that he should enlist in some branch 
of war work. Accordingly, the Bishop appointed him to this position, 
he having been received on trial in the Texas Conference. He was 
assigned to Camp Bowie and worked there for several months, until 
he learned that only men of mature years could go to France with the 
Y. M. C. A. Deeply desiring to render active service at the front, 
he resigned his position and enlisted in the United States Marine 
Corps, at Houston, and was assigned to Co. 95, 6th Regt. He took • 
training at Paris Island and Quantico, and was soon sent over. Not 
much is ‘known of his experiences after he left the United States. 

His last letter was dated October 17, 1918, when he wrote that prepa- 
rations were being made for his company to get into action. Then 
there was a long period of suspense — nearly two months — when finally 
the phone rang on Monday night, December 30, and the message was 
delivered to the anxious loved ones, saying that Everett had fallen in 
battle. 

And thus has ended the life of one of the most promising young 
preachers of Texas Methodism He made it the purpose of his life to 
be of service to his fellow men, and this purpose was accomplished 
in his life and in his death. In conversation with the writer a short 
time before he enlisted in the Marines, he said that it was his great 
ambition to lead his comrades to Christ and he meant to do personal 
work for the Master among the soldiers. No doubt then there will 
be many to rise up and call him blessed in the days to come, and no 
doubt his crown will be set with brilliant diadems, representing the 
redeemed souls of fallen comrades, as they mingle in happy reunion 
on the beautiful heavenly hills. We commend those who loved him 
so tenderly to the great loving Heavenly Father, who alone can give 
comfort. He knows what it means to give up a Son and have Him 
slain for a great cause, and His grace is sufficient in a trial like this.

OSCAR B. MORTENSEN. 

Oscar B., son of P. F. and Mrs. Laura May Mortensen, was bom 
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in Texarkana, Bowie County, Texas, January 12th, 1890, and depart- 
ed this life August 7th, 1919. He was converted and joined the Hardy 
Memorial Methodist Church in May, 1911. Soon after his conversion he 
made it known that he felt a call to preach the gospel and was recom- 
mended by the Hardy Memorial Quartely Conference to the Pittsburg 
District Conference for license to preach. Soon after he was licensed 
to preach he entered the Alexander College and spent one year there. 
The second year he entered the Southwestern University and remained 
there two years. Then he entered the Southern Methodist University, 
and remained there three years receiving his A. B. Degree at the 
close of the 1918 session. 

Soon after he was appointed pastor of Anderson Charge, Nava- 
sota District, Texas Conference, to fill out the unexpired Conference 
year of Rev. H. A. Matney and was recommended by the committee 
of the Navasota District to the Texas Annual Conference for ad- 
mission on trial. Bishop Ainsworth assigned him to Onalaska. Soon 
after Conference he was stricken with what was thought to be 
rheumatism but it proved to be an incurable disease. And though he 
was given every opportunity that medical science could command his 
physical strength was gradually giving away to the ravages of the 
disease. 

He was perfectly submissive, not a murmur or word of complaint 
escaped his lips. He often assured his mother and friends that the 
Good Shepherd would be with him to support, strengthen and com- 
fort him as he passed through the valley of the shadow of death. 
His mind was as clear, and as his body grew weaker, his faith in God 
seemed to grow stronger until the evening of August 7th, he quietly 
passed to his reward. On August the 8th, his body was carried to the 
Hardy Memorial Methodist Church where a large company of friends 
had gathered to pay him their last tribute of respect and love. Rev. 
J. T. Moore conducted a very impressive funeral service. His body 
was then laid to rest in Rose Hill Cemetery underneath a bed of 
beautiful flowers. Thus ended the life of one who promised to be a 
great blessing to the world and a useful servant in the kingdom of 
God.

Mrs. Calvin H. Brooks died in the home of her son, Rev. W. H. 
Brooks, in Cedar Bayou, Texas, April 25, 1919, and was buried in the 
cemetery at Elgin, Texas which had been her home for many years. 
Her maiden name was Lititia Worsham and she was born in Mont- 
gomery, Texas, March 11, 1839, being over 80 years of age at her 
death. She was married to Rev. Calvin H. Brooks, in Montgomery, 
Texas, October 14, 1857, Brother Brooks being at the time pastor at 
Montgomery. Eight children were born to this union, four of them 
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still living: Rev. W. H. Brooks, Cedar Bayou; Mrs. Mattie E. Moore, 
Dallas; Mrs. Jessie Viridet, Austin and Miss Nara, Cedar Bayou. 
There are twenty-three grand-children and six great-grand-children. 
There were eight grand-children in the recent world war, six in the 
army and two in the navy. One of her grand-sons, Brooks Carter, has 
for a number of years been prominent in the United States service 
in the Philippines, and is now Major of the reserves and Governor 
of one of the provinces. Brother Brooks was a remarkable man, phy- 
sically, intellectually and spiritually. He was a Methodist preacher 
for sixty-five years and was known and loved by many thousands in 
Texas.

Brother Brooks preceded his 
wife to the glory land by more than two years, having departed this 
life in Elgin, Texas, August 3, 19i6. X was their pastor for four years, 
and officiated in the ceremony of their golden wedding, which took 
place in Elgin, October 14, 1907.

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STANDING RULES OF TEXAS CONFERENCE. 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nominate 
the boards and standing committees of this Conference from time 
to time. 

2. The Committees on Admission and Memoirs shall be ap- 
pointed at the same time the other boards and committees are ap- 
pointed, and shall hold through the quadrennium. 

3. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the Conference at the same time the boards are elcted, 
and shall serve during the quadrennuim. 

4. Presiding Elders shall be ineligible to membership in any of 
the boards and standing committees, including the Committees on 
Examination. The appointment of any member of a board or commit- 
tee to the Presiding Eldership shall automatically create a vacancy. 

5. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish the Secretary of the Conference as early in the year as he can, 
an official copy of the assessments made for the Conference col- 
lections by District Stewards against each charge in his district, in- 
cluding the assessments for the Presiding Elder and preacher in 
charge, and such assessments shall be entered by the Secretary in the 
statistical tables of the Conference, and shall be official. 

If by reason of a division of a charge, or for any other reason, 
any changes are made in the assessments of a charge from those first 
made, the Presiding Elder shall report the change or changes at once 
to the Secretary, so that he may make the corrections in the table. 

6. All reports of committeess and boards, and resolutions pre- 
sented to the Conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the Sec- 
retary and one for the Editor of the Journal; and the memoirs of de- 
ceased preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there shall be one for 
the Editor of the General Minutes also. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards shall combine 
their reports into one so that there shall be only one report from 
each Board covering these matters. 

8. The Conference shall elect a Conference Treasurer, as pro- 
vided for in the Discipline, to whom all conanectional moneys, and 
such other funds as may be so ordered by the Conference shall be 
remitted from the various charges. He shall be elected at the same 
time of the election of the boards and standing committees, on the 
nomination of a committee provided for in Rule 9, and shall serve dur- 
ing the quadrennium, unless he shall sooner resign or be removed for 
cause. On the last day of each calendar month he shall report and 
remit to the treasurer of the several boards the funds collected dur- 
ing that month for each board. His books and papers shall be sub- 
ject to examination at all times by the Committee on Supervision, and 
they shall be audited at least once in each Conference year by an 
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agent or committee appointed for that purpose by the Committee 
of Supervision. 

9. The presidents of the Boards of Finance, Missions and 
Church Extension shall compose a Committee of Supervision of the 
Conference Treasurer, and shall effect a contract with the said Treas- 
urer for the due performance of his duties, according to the provision 
of the Discipline. They shall hear, investigate and adjudicate any 
complaints that may arise against the Conference Treasurer concern- 
ing the performance of his duties. They shall have access to his 
books and papers at all times, and shall cause the same to be audited 
annually as provided in Rule 8, and shall transmit the report of Audi- 
tor or Auditing Committee to the Conference. They shall have power 
to vacate the office for cause, and in case of a vacancy ad interim to 
appoint a Treasurer to serve until the ensuing session of the Con- 
ference. 

10. The Treasurer of the Conference shall close his books for the 
receipt of money for the Conference year at 12 o’clock noon sharp on 
the third day of the Conference session. All moneys coming to him 
after that time shall be disposed of as if of the following year. 

11. Pastors reporting moneys to the Conference Treasurer later 
than noon sharp on the third day of the Conference session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical reports of the 
current year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing Confer- 
ence year. 

12. The Bishop to preside, and the Presiding Elders shall appoint 
some one to preach upon some phase of Christian doctrine on the 
evening preceding the first session of the Conference.
